The making of real Onentil rugs i-, a simple but 
slow process and although it seems, easy, it is so 
only to Orientals themselves with fingers trained 
to deft, skillful manipulation and an inherited 
taste and ability for such work. The looms may- 
be a few trunks of trees and poles bound together 
in primitive fashion.- It is never moie than a 
simple, vertical frame carrying on its upper part 
a beam containing the warp, which is kept 
stretched by a pole or rod passing through it. 
The weavers are generally women and girls of 
the household. On an average each woman 
weaves daily a piece 8 to 10 inches long and 27 
inches wide.

DEBTOR 'AND CREDITOR NATIONS 


1 


" IS semi-offlcially stated that Germany has J2,000,000,- 


000 capital invested In the United States and Mexico, 


4200,000,000 in Centra) and South America, $1,000,000,000 
in Australia. Africa and the far East, and some $250,000,- 
000 in Turkey. Besides this it is said that German In- 
vestments In the stocks and bonds of various countries 
amount to $3,000,000,000. 
Assuming these figures to be 


approximately correct, they reach the enormous aggregate 
of $8,250,000,000. Computing the interest on these invest- 
ments at four per cent, which is probably too low. We 
find that Germany's income from these sources amounts 
to $330,000,000 annually. 


England and France are treditois in still larger sums. 


Nearly twenty years ago Mr. Gladstone estimated that 
England was a creditor nation to the amount of ten bil- 
lion dollars from which she derived an annual income of 
not less than five hundred millions. 
How much of this 


vast sum was invested in the United States he did not 
say. 
Probably he did not know, for it is a very difficult 


matter to get at anything like exact figures in these in- 
ternational accounts. But it is certain that the British 
capital invesed in America runs into the billions. Nor 
is there any reason to suppose that the amount is giow- 
ing smaller. 


We hear much grand eloquent talk about the United 


States having become a great "creditor nation." but there 
if) nothing in the way of authentic records to prove it. 
The claim seems to rest I'pon the bald assumption that 
we ought to be a creditor nation because we sell so much 
more than we buy 
A far more reasonable, assumption is 


that we sell vastly more than we buy, bcause we are not 
a creditor, but a debtor in a very large amount, and we 
take this method of meeting the foreign demands agamsv 
us. 


Doubtless it is true that during the last few years 


heavy blocks of American securities held in Europe have 
been taken up and returned to this country, but these se- 
curities constitute only a small fraction of the foreign de- 
mands which in one way or another %ve must meet. 
The 


great bulk of our liability grows out of 
investments in 


American properties, which investments are not in the 
nature of loans to us, but which constitute demands upon 
our resources Just the same. 
For example, an English- 


man, living in London, buys an American mine. He draws 
the profits, or such portion of them as he needs to meet 
his expenses in England. The drain upon us is exactly 
tho »ome a.a it we had borrowed money and were paving 
interest upon it. 
In many such cases all of the profits 


are not withdrawn, a portion being reinvested. This sim- 
ply adds to the burden which we bear for the benefit of 
capitalists residing abroad. It is believed by those who 
have investigated the matter that only a very small part 
of our obligations to other countries, represents money 
actually brought over here for investment, the great bulk 
of our liabilities having grown out of a mere reinvestment 
of the profits drawn from American enterprises by foi- 
elgners. 


Under such conditions the time may be very far dis- 


tant when we shall be a creditor nation in fact, even 
while it may be true that certain American capitalists have 
invented heavily abroad. As long as we annually sell five 
or six hundred million dollars worth of goods more than 
we buy, and at the same time export as much specie as we 
import, it is idle to talk about our being a creditor na- 
tion;

ILVER continues to decline and 'eferring to this fact 


Bradstreets, in a lecent issue, says that the situation 


caused by the depreciation in the value of the metal in , 
the Malay peninsula has grown so acute that Mr. Cham- 
berlain has appointed a committee under the chairmanship 
of Sir David Barbour, the well-known financial expert, to 
report on ttte expediency of establishing a gold standard 
in ijae Strait's settlements and neighboring Malay States. 


Were it not for the financial changes which have re- 


cently been made in Japan and India, It could be affirmed 
with reasonable certainty that the leport of Sir David 
Baihour's committee would be adverse to any such move. 
It is perfectly obvious that a gold standard is altogether 
unsuitable for the local needs of Asiatic countries. 
The 


gold standard was introduced Into Japan upon the mis- 
taken notion that it would improve the national credit— 
as If a mere formal adoption of a gold standard would add 
anything to the resources and debt paying power of a 
country. In truth the change distressed and injured Jap- 
an in various ways. 


The suspnsion of silver coinage in India on public 


account was not pretended to be in the interest of the 
three hundred millions of natives, but rather with the 
idea of increasing their burdens by compelling them to 
pay their taxes in money of higher \aluation. It was in- 
tended to protect the East Indian government! and British 
officials' residence there against loss consequent upon the 
changing ratio of gold and silver. 
The welfare of the 


native population was no more regarded than If they had 
been three hundred million cattle. The awful suffering 
caused by this act is well known to every student of the 
financial question. 


So with reference to the British settlements in 
the 


Malay peninsula. If the situation has become acute it Is 
merely in respect to the exporting and importing mer- 
chants and the money brokers, who may occasionally 
suffer some inconvenience or loss through the fluctuations 
of exchange. The common people are not complaining of 
silver, unless it be upon the score that they cannot get 
enough of it. 
But it is the merchants and money sharks, 


particularly the latter, who control the world's finances, 
and hence no one may say with assurance what will be 
done with silver in the Malay peninsular 


Of this, however, we can be certain:

introduce the gold standard there, while it may simplify 
tin question of exchange with other countries, will Inflict 


Underwear!!
